Washington. July 21.—Establishing 


a new record for aviation in America, 
Orville Wright, In the Wright aero- 
plane late yesterday at 
Fort Myer, 


made a spectacular flight of one hour, 
twenty minutes and forty-five seconds' 
duration. 


The longest previous flight was of 
everity-four minutes, made 
by 
Mr. 


,rright at Fort Myer last fall. 
During the entire flight the machine 
•as under perfect control, but several 
mes appeared to the spectators to be 
n the point of diving forward. 
Several thousand persons were given 
n exhibition which included the most 
aring feats of aviation yet accom- 
lished, and at its conclusion a mighty 
lieer went up from the throng in rec- 
gnition of the achievement. 
The machine traveled a distance of 
bout seventy miles, it -was estimated 
y Wilbur Wright, and at one time 
uring the flight the height attained, 
etween 2QO and '2SO feet, exceeded the 
ighest point ever reached by a "heav- 
er than air" machine on this conti- 
.ent. 
The most wonderful part of the flight 


vas the execution of three complete 
figure eights," which required careful 
maneuvering in directing the machine. 


Flight Thrills Spectators. 


There was not the slightest mishap 
urlng the flight, but there were mo- 
•nents when the crowd watched almost 
breathlessly, fearing the aviator was 
osing control of the bird-like machine.

:ors as the white flyer, apparently be- 
ginning to dive to the earth, would re-

A slight mishap delayed the start- 


ing of the flight. Just after the heavy 
weight of the starting apparatus had 
been hoisted to the top of the derrick, 
the rope broke and the weight fell to 
the ground with a thud. No one was 
near enough to be injured. 


There 
might have been a much 


longer delay had not two "sailors" in 
the crowd stepped forward and offered 
their sen-ices in splicing the broken 
ends together. They were Rear Ad- 
miral Cone and Lieutenant Command- 
er Proctor. 
The admiral superintend- 


ed the work, and after the end pulley 
block had been moved about two feet 
the rope was again rigged, the weight 
drawn up and the line attached to the 
machine.

A slight idea of 
the magnitude ot the undertaking is 
explained by the fact that It required 
the greater part of two 'years, saying 
nothing about the thirty-live miles of 
city streets that she had to walk over. 
Still Miss Kendall is more enthusiastic 
about the work now than when she 
started it.

"It is with the utmost confidence," 


said Miss Kendall, "that I recommend 
this kind of work to the women of our 
city. Let them organize in every dis- 
trict what might properly be 
called 


'village improvement committees.' 
In 


this way each section of the city would 
be thoroughly cared for by its respec- 
tive committee. 
' "Indeed it almost becomes a woman's 
duty to take up this work. Men are 
too. busy these days. 
Any group of 


college girls composing such a com- 
mittee and working together 
would 


find the task a most Interesting one." 


The Woman's Municipal League is 


earnestly encouraging the work which 
Miss Kendall has taken up for the 
Kip's Bay branch of the league. Mrs. 
Richard Aldrich is . president ot the 
Woman's Municipal ' League 
and is 


personally interested in the undertak- 
ing, and desirous that it should be in- 
augurated throughout the city. 


The Kip's- Bay district is bounded by 


Fourteenth street on the south 
and 


Fiftieth street on the north, and from 
Lexington avenue east to the

river. The area is 640 acres. 
There 


are more than one hundred and fifty
